It is a building that I often 
overlooked, as it had no 
relevance to my life - after all I 
am not elderly This continued 
until one day I thought about 
the cemetery, which I knew 
from vague memory was in a 
similar location. I searched 
on Google Maps and saw 
images of trees separating 
the graveyard and care home. 
This is absolutely shocking 
and this epiphanic revelation 
is one of the most harrowing 
things I have been witness to. 


This fairly innocuous building 
built for the elderly was next to 
a graveyard! I began to think 
of the patients with mental 
illnesses who may be unnerved 
and become distressed.

Applications for those in receipt 
of the high mobility component 
of Disability Living Allowance will 
be processed within 4-6 weeks. All 
other applications will receive an 
independent mobility assessment 


and this can take approximately 
8-10 weeks. Successful applicants' 
details are now electronically 
passed to the DfT's contractor to 
be processed and sent out. The 
changes mean that the council 
no longer sends out reminder 
letters and encourages people to 
send in their renewal applications 
1 0-1 2 weeks before their current 
badge expires.

NEARLY 3,500 people including many local families 
found out what life is like aboard the Royal Navy's 
largest ship when HMS Ocean threw down her 
gangplank to visitors on Bank Holiday Monday. 

The ship is moored near Greenwich Pier, and her crew 
showed them around all the different departments, 
including the engineering and aviations sections, and 
introduced them to sailors and Royal Marines stationed 
on board. Younger visitors were able to have their faces 
painted with military camouflage paint. 

"The aim was to show what the Royal Navy is all about, 
and people seemed very pleased that they were able to 
come along and they thanked us a lot," said lieutenant 
col Cliff Dare. "We have opened the ship three times 
this year at Greenwich, and this is something we do 
wherever possible. It was really heartening to see so 
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many people having a good time." 

Nicknamed 'The Mighty O', the 21, 500 
tonne HMS Ocean is acting as the 
operating base for helicopters and 
their crews in their role supporting 
the police and Games organisers 
LOCOG during the Olympics and

Greenwich Reach is the only 
berth in London large 
enough to fit a ship of 
HMS Ocean's size.

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T HE bells of St Alfege rang out 
to welcome the Paralympic 
flame as it passed through 
Greenwich town centre on its 
way to the Olympic Stadium last 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The torch’s arrival was nearly two 
hours late after delays earlier in the 
day. But that didn’t stop people waiting 
and they braved the rain to give it a 
Royal Greenwich welcome clapping 
and cheering as it passed through local 
streets. 

Umbrellas lined the streets from Creek 
Road and people cheered as the team 
of torchbearers travelled along Creek 
Road, Greenwich Church Street, and 
into Cutty Sark Gardens, before arriving 
at Greenwich Pier. 

The sun came out as the torch was 
taken aboard the Havengore, the historic 
vessel which carried the Royal 
Family during the diamond 
jubilee flotilla in June. It 
was escorted by the Royal 
Nore, HMS Express, and a 
fireboat as part of a flotilla 
of small boats and London 
watermen in their 
traditional 
uniform. 

Pamela 
Ritchie from 
Charlton said: 

“I went to the Royal 
Artillery Barracks in 
Woolwich to see the 
Olympic torch arrive, 
and now I’m here for 
the Paralympic torch. 

The Games have made 
me fall in love with my 
city again. They have just 
gripped me absolutely, and 
Londoners have proved just 
how friendly they really are.” 

Zeita Acworth from Greenwich took 
her three young boys and 12-year-old 
daughter Yasmin along to see the torch 
arrive. She said: “I loved the Olympics, 
particularly the opening and closing 
ceremonies, and I’m really looking 
forward to the Paralympics. I really love 
the atmosphere.” 

Nancy Cook from Greenwich works for 
Greenwich Toy Library, and was with a 
group from a project she is running that 
helps disabled young people learn living 
skills. She said: “I think it’s amazing to 
be here. We’ve battled the cold weather 
and we’re still strong. This is such a 
celebration of everything that’s good.” 

Former John Roan school student Cate 
Brick was hired to entertain the crowds 
as a ‘human statue’ but the wet weather 
meant she needed to wear waterproofs 
to prevent her make-up washing off! 

She said: “I’m a big Olympic fan, and 
really enjoyed the women’s gymnastics 
and watching Mo Farah, and I’m so 
pleased Team GB did so well.” 

Cllr Chris Roberts, Leader of the royal 
borough of Greenwich said: “This part 
of the torch relay demonstrates our 
strong connections to maritime life on 
the river and our historic links to the 
monarchy. 

“Royal Greenwich provided some of the 
most iconic images of the Olympics 
at our three venues - Greenwich 
Park, North Greenwich Arena and 
the Royal Artillery Barracks 
we look forward to the start 
the Paralympic events at 
all three locations. We 
are so proud to have 
played such a key role in 
London 2012 and of the 
long-lasting legacy we are 
securing as a London 2012 host 
borough.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Royal Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website: 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/homes 

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, 
you can always use one for free in either your neighbourhood housing 
office, library or UK Online centre. 


Apply in one of two ways 

• Phone the 24-hour hotline 020 8921 4340. It’s an automatic push- 
button system and calls will be charged at the normal local rate, or 

• Via the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s website 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/homes

ROYAL Greenwich students 
struck gold in this summer's 
exam results. 

GCSE students are celebrating 
an astonishing set of results 
after an outstanding effort in the 
core subjects which put them 
above the national average for 
the second year running. 

Overall, the royal borough's 
passes at grades A* to C in five or 
more subjects, including English 
and maths, went up by eight per 
cent on last year's figure of just 
over 54 per cent. 

The figures show that seven 
out often students clinched 
an A*-C grade in their English 
GCSE compared to the national 
average of 64 per cent. And in 
maths Greenwich pupils beat 
the national average of 58 per 
cent with 73 per cent of royal 
Greenwich pupils getting an 
A*-C grade. 

There were also record results in 
A-level passes with a 98 per cent 
pass rate at grades A*-E.
